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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
Problem 

The invention aims at preventing burglary use of a 
burglary-use preventing subject such as a credit card or 
portable phone. 
Solution for Problem 

A reporting electronic station is provided to the 
Internet, A mail address of a legitimate right holder of a 
burglary-use preventing subject is registered at the 
electronic station. If such a burglary-use preventing subject 
as a credit card or portable phone is used, a computer at a 
banking organ or telephone company transmits an e-mail through 
the Internet to a mail address of the legitimate right holder 
of the burglary-use preventing subject related to this use. The 
information of this e-mail for that mail address received at 
the electronic station is in turn received by a beeper 
communication center. The beeper communication center 
displays the contents of the e-mail (fact that the credit card, 
portable phone, etc. has been used) at a display portion of a 
beeper of the legitimate right holder.

FIG. 1 is a configuration diagram for showing a 
burglary-use preventing system related to one embodiment of the 
invention. This burglary-use preventing system has a 
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configuration in which an e-mail network, a paging network, and 
a computer of a bank or telephone company are interconnected 
in a wired or wireless communication. The e-mail network is 
mainly comprised of the Internet, in which is provided a 
reporting e-mail station (INT) which provides a burglary-use 
preventing e-mail server, which is detailed later. The page 
network constitutes a pager communication network, in which 
when a burglary-use preventing e-mail is sent to the reporting 
e-mail station (INT), the paging center (PP) receives a report 
of the contents of this burglary-use preventing e-mail from the 
reporting e-mail station (INT). Then, the paging center (PP) 
reports to a pager which corresponds to an address of this 
burglary-use preventing e-mail to thereby ring the beeper and 
also display the contents of the burglary-use preventing e- 
mail at the display portion. 
[0009] 

One example is described, in which a credit card of Mr. 
M, who is the legitimate right holder thereof, is inserted into 
this burglary-use preventing system. Suppose that a domain 
name of the reporting e-mail station (INT) provided in the 
Internet is "YYYY.COM" and a reporting address of Mr. M is 
"CCC" , an address of his burglary-use preventing e-mail is 
"CCC@YYYY.COM". Also, a beeper A of Mr. M is user-registered 
as a beeper that can be reported from the paging network so that 
it may correspond to that reporting address "CCC". 
[0010] 
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When Mr. M or any one of his family members used his 
credit card, both use of this credit card and a paid amount are 
reported to a computer of bank E, which computer automatically 
transmits his burglary-use preventing e-mail to the Internet. 
The contents of the e-mail include a symbol indicating a type 
of the credit card (e.g., VISA, Master), a code No. of bank E, 
and a paid amount expressed in units of a predetermined currency 
value; for example, the contents of [A04] 20000 are accompanied 
by the address "CCC@YYY.COM ,, and sent to the Internet. 
[0011] 

The e-mail thus sent to the Internet is then sent to 
a server having that domain name. This burglary-use preventing 
e-mail destined to Mr. M immediately arrives at the reporting 
e-mail station (INT), which in turn notifies the paging center 
(PP) of a report that the contents of [A04] 20000 for the address 
CCC have arrived at it. The paging center (PP) calls the beeper 
A of Mr. M indicated by the address CCC to transmit the e-mail 
contents of [A04] 20000 at the display portion of the beeper A. 
[0012] 

When Mr. M sees contents displayed at the beeper A rung 
after transaction of his credit card, he can confirm the 
transaction of the credit card by himself or one of his family 
members was that by use of the VISA card (symbol A) and the bank 
was an XX bank with a code No. of 04, and an amount was 20000 
Wen (Chinese currency) and also that this burglary-use 
preventing system is operating properly. 
[0013] 
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Even when some one else stole his credit card and used 
it fraudulently in transaction, similarly, the information is 
transmitted to the beeper A of Mr. M. By seeing the contents 
displayed at his beeper A when it was rung, Mr, M can immediately 
know a fact that his credit card was stolen and currently used 
fraudulently. Then, he can report to the police and also 
request the card company to disable the credit card. 
[0014] 

Although the above-mentioned embodiment has been of 
prevention of burglary use of a credit card, it may be of 
prevention of burglary use of a portable phone by means of the 
same burglary-use prevention system. Suppose here that Mr. N 
or one of his family members used his portable phone to make 
a phone call. In this case, a computer F of the telephone 
company automatically transmits e-mail contents [-222-] 
indicating the current use of that portable phone to the 
Internet at his burglary-use prevention e-mail address 
" DDD@YYYY.COM" specified by the company itself. This e-mail 
goes through the communication network of the Internet and 
finally arrives at the e-mail station (INT: domain name 
YYYY.COM), which is the reporting server for burglary-use 
prevention. The paging center (PP) receives a report from the 
reporting e-mail station (INT) to then call a beeper B of Mr. 
N, thus displaying at its display portion [-222-], which 
indicates that his portable phone is currently used. When Mr. 
N sees the contents displayed his beeper B immediately after 
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he used his portable phone, he can confirm that the burglary-use 

prevention system is operating properly. 

[0015] 

Even when some one else stole the portable phone of Mr. 
N and used it to make a phone call, similarly, its current use 
is displayed at his beeper B. By seeing the displayed contents, 
Mr. N can immediately know that his portable phone was stolen 
and used, to report it to the police and also request the 
telephone company to disable that stolen portable phone. 
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
